The houses which do not
display lags show bits of cotion or
names of the allled nations and com-
plimentary sentence. The French, ap-
parently, are the faverites, many of
the pleces of colton displayed bearing
the Imscription “France)" or *“Vive ln
Fraoce.” All are unmistakably in the
bandwriting of naltve clerks formerly
Iumpiﬂyed by Chinese forelgn firms.

It i stated that the Chinese losses
gince the trouble broke out are 11,000,
most of whom have been killed by
Boxera or soldiers. This is probably
much exaggerated.
